Most of the/speculation concerning Wallenberg's "dangerous 
mission " stems from some research done by Swedish corresponent 
Sven Strom berg who reviewed material in U.8. archives, including 
State, under the rOIA. He specifically refers to 068 in a 21 
Mar article in Dagena Nyheter , but only as a deduction on 
his part. 

It is true, however, that Wallenberg accepted his assignment 
in Budapest to lead a rescue operation for Hungarian Jews at 
the request of the then U.S. Ambassador to Sweden. Confirmation 
of this is in a State Department memo to Kissinger dated 26/7/73.
